The Capstouo of tho Monument to AViwh- 


Ington rinocd In ronltloii 050 Feet 


Towimltlio Sky—History of 


Oil! Obcllslt. 


WASHINGTON CITY, Doc. 8.—Saturday 


afternoon at 2 o'cloci: was tho time sot for 
placing tho capstouo o£ thu Washington 
monurnont, tho eighth wonder and tallest 
structure on tho face of tho globo. Tho 
weather was unpropitious during; tho first 
part o" tho day and a high wind inado the 
circumstances still moro adverse. Fortu- 
nately tlio rain slackened an hour bororo tho 
timo fixed for tho ceremonies of completing 
tho great national 
column, aud by - 


o'cloci; had almust outiroly ceased. 


As tho hour of 2 upproachod thousands oC 


oyos from every commanding point of view 
wero turned toward tho peak. Field and 
opera glasses wore brought iuto requisition. 
Upon tho platforms or scaffolds at tho top 
could bo seen, looking like insects, tho work- 
men engaged in preparation and the guests 
who had bocn invitod to go up aud witness 
or participate in tho ceremony. 


At 2:30 the ting was unfurled as a signal of 


success, nnd for a quarter of an hour tho air 
resounded with tho roar of cannon, tho 
screaming of ste.'im-whistlo on shops, steam- 
boats and locomotives, tho ringing of belli, 
nnd tho shouts of tho people. Later the flag 
was iim up to tho peak of u big staff and 
iloatod iu tho wind 000 feot above tho 
ground. It was a twenty-foot flag, but 
looked scarcely larger than a pockot hand- 
kerchief. 


Tho long-Oipocted completion '.vas accom- 


plished by sotting in place the marble cap 
itono and pyramidal apox of aluminum. 
The ceremonies were^fow and! simple, an 
elaborate celebration event boing rosorvod 
for Washington's birthday. 
Shortly aftor 2 


o'clock, Col. Thomas L. Cusoy, government 
ouginoor in charge, and his assistants, Cupf 
Davis, V, S. A., and Bernard R. Green, civil 
engineer, together with JIastor Maohonio 
McLaughlin and several workmen, standing 
on a narrow platform built around tho slop- 
ing marblo roof noar the summit, proceeded 
to sot tho cap stono (weighing 3,800 pounds), 
which was suspended from a quadrupon of 
heavy posts, supported by a platform, and 
towering fort}' foot abovo them. 


Those who wont up to tbo top platform 


ascended tho roof on ladders placed against 
;ho sloping exterior. Each man had a ropo 
tied around his waist, tho other oiid being 
fast at the top, so that .ho could not bo blown 
away. All the gentlemen at tbo top took 
part iu tho ceremony of smearing the mor- 
tar, Col. Casoy giving the last touches with 
tho trowel.

The 
sound of cheers also camo up faintly from 
tho crowd of spectators standing around the 
base of tho monument, while a number oi 
invited guests on tho 500-foot platform and 
in tho interior of tho monument at that 
lovol, spontondously struck up tho Star-Span- 
glod Banner, and other patriotic songs. 


Meanwhile the Washington JVIonumoiitso- 


cioty, represented by Dr. Joseph W. Toner, 
tho Hon. Horatio King, G-ou. William Me- 
Kuo Dunn, Dr. Daniel B. Clark, and T. S. 
Harvey, secretary, hold a meeting on the 
elevated platform at tho height of 000 foot, 
and when tho artillery firing announced the 
sotting of tho capstone, adopted a resolution 
od'erod by Gen. Dunn: "Congratulating the 
American people on tho completion of this 
enduring monument of a nation's gratitude 
:o tho fiithar of his country." 


Among thoso prosimt at tho completion oi 


tho structure was ono of tho master me- 
chanics ivUo laid tho cornor-stone of this 
monument moro than thirty-sbc years ago, 
nnd the old watchman of tho monument who 
bad been continuously omployed iu that ca- 
pacity during nearly tho whole of tbo inter- 
vening period. Tho flag ovor tho monument 
floated from tho Hag-staff top, which is ox- 
actly UOO feet from tho ground, thus display- 
ing tho American colors at tho groatosl 
height ot construction ever yet kuo-vvn in the 
world. Tho monument itself, with its total 
height of 550 foot, far overtops ovory struc- 
ture of human hands.

Long uoforo 9 o'clock tho s troots s-jr 
rounding tho catliedml woro thronged with 
pooplo, waiting for tho procession of thu 
lathers ct tho church to loavo the arch- 
raiscopal residence. Tho windows oi tho 
housos in tho vicinity wero also crowdod 
with pooplo. A few minutes aftor 10 o'clock 
tho lino of prolatos" emerged from tho build- 
ing, headed by tho chanters, and robod in 
whito, and proceeded to tho cathedral, which 
was crowded to its fullest capacity with peo- 
ple, and tuaro mass was celobrat od by the 
Most Kov.

After tho mass, a discourse was dolivorod 


upon tho work o£ tho council by tho R.t. Rov. 
T. L. Spauldiug, D.D., bishop of Peoria, Ills. 
Ho said: ''Tho council has sought to romove 
obstacles which might prevent tho spread of 
Christ's gospel. 
It has sought to frame its 


dosiros that ail who may listen to them may 
bo improved u'ith a deeper reverence. The 
council has dovotod much of its tirna to tha 
priosthood. It has dono much to regulate 
tho relations botwoen bishops and priostsand 
prioat and people. It has laid tho foundation 
for an institution which, i: is hopod, will be- 
como a great national Catholic university. 
Education In general has received much 
consideration. As wo ore committed to 
religion OB a necessity to man, so wo bo- 
lievo

embrace its teachings. Wo have plodgetl 
ourselves to the maintenance of such educa- 
tion. In a short timo now tho Catbolic 
schools in this country will bo second to no 
others iii'oxcoUence. Wo have discussod tho 
family out of which grow both church and 
state. Wo have sought moro deeply to im- 
pross the sacrodnossof tho sacrament of mat- 
rimony, that divorce is only in death.
